Cut off from Price, the guerrillas 
fought wickedly and with m om en­ 
tary success. 
Je sse pursued and 
killed Captain E m m e tt Gross, the 
colum n’s co m m an d er and, as his 
victim knelt 
defenseless and in 
agonized pleading for recognition 
of the cloth he wore, blew out the 
brains of the regim ental chaplain, 
: the Rev. U. P. G radner. 
In the 
confusion which ensued, he was 
lable to lead his followers into the 
tem p orary 
safety of the 
broken 
hills flanking the scene. 
1 
The following day, in attem pting 
to leave the hills and rejoin Price. 
the harried raiders w ere sighted 
j by a scout band of 75 F ed eral Cher- 1 
j okees. 
In the resulting clash, a running 
action which continued until late 
afternoon, 52 of the Indian cavalry 
w ere slain. 
But the fight sw ept 
miles to the west of P ric e ’s line 
of retreat. 
The alarm lit by the 
previous d a y ’s fight with Jcnn iso n’s 
Fifteenth ra n like a g rass fire from 
one border of the Indian Nation to 
the other. 
With dawn of the 21th, 
Jim Cum m ins and Dick Maddox 
returned from a scout to report 
no less than five F ederal patrols of 
com pany strength betw een them 
and 
P ric e ’s 
bogged-dovvn 
com 
mand. 
They w ere isolated. 
At a hand-gallop. Jesse swung 
his hunted riders south for T exas 
and the border 
In M arch, 1865, T exas was lit­ 
erally the “ lone s t a r ” rem aining 
in the battle flag of the Confed­ 
eracy. 


Before the month w as out. the 
fugitive 
M issourians, 
driven by 
that nostalgia for their hardw ood 
forests and creek-w atered bottom ­ 
lands which was later to c h a ra c te r­ 
ize their odysseys, began the long 
journey home. 
With Jesse at the 
tim e was the ra g ta g rem n an t of 
his dwindling c o m m a n d —15 gaunt, 
hopeless m en. 
Crossing the Mis­ 
souri border a w eek later, they 
were am bushed by a waiting F e d ­ 
eral patrol. Again. Jesse killed the 
Union com m and er, but when his 
followers had skim m ed the fence 
rails to sc a tte r and find safety in 
their beloved woodlands, their n u m ­ 
ber was less by four 
The 30 da>s which followed saw 
six m ore of the guerrillas trap ped 
and killed in clashes with the r e ­ 
lentless Blue patrols.

out 
that 
Je sse J a m e s 
had 
com e home. 
At m onth’s end, Je sse was down 
to his last, long-gamble plan: he 
would leave his rem aining follow­ 
ers w here they w ere hiding at the 
C arroll County farm of his grcat- 
unele, Jesse Stevens, 
and 
m ake 
one final effort to break through 
the Union patrols sw arm ing be­ 
tween him and his Clay County 
home. 
His instructions 
to the others 
w ere brief but detailed with the 
usual 
care. 
His 
followers w ere 
to wait 24 hours, then follow him 
into the hom e county, one by one. 
He gave each a different route 
and d ep artu re time, w arned all to 
be at the Sam uel farm before mid 
night of the next day. At that tim e 
and place they would hold their 
last meeting, m ak e th eir final d e ­ 
cision. 
In a M other H ubbard cloak and 
big-brim m ed Sunday bonnet b o r­ 
row ed 
from his g re a t aunt, 
he 
drove the S tevenses’ fast M organ 
m a re and springbed sulky into the 
I aion h e ad q u arte rs town of Lib­ 
erty in broad daylight. 
T here, he 
put the m a re up in one cousin’s j 
livery stable, saun tered down the 
m ain street to a second cousin’s 
woodward, walked in through the 
front-office door, and disappeared. 
With the afternoon sun standing 
low in the west, a high-piled w ag ­ 
onload of hickory cordwood pulled 
out of the yard under a bill of lad ­ 
ing for Centerville and the em pty 
woodshed of Dr. R euben Samuel. 
The heavy draft horses which drew 
the wagon were held on their jing ­ 
ling trot by a 16-year-old lad whose 
nam e, for the Union record, w as 
H ibbard Woodson-—but whose m oth­

AMA President Asks Salk 
Vaccine Priority to 
Dangerous Age Group 
WASHINGTON* (IP) — Dr. Elm er 
Hew*, President elect of the Am en 
can Medical Assn., recommended 
today that Americans in the great­ 
est danger of getting polio be given 
top priority in distribution of Salk 
vaccine. 
Hess m ade the proposal as 
the 
national polio conference got un­ 
der way here today in an effort to 
draft a voluntary distribution and 
priority plan. 
Hess told reporters that the age 
groups known to produce the most 
polio cases statistically should get 
first call on Salk shots while sup­ 
plies are short. 
He also said preferential treat 
meat 
should be 
given to areas 
where epidemics may be suspected 
or where they have occurred with 
unusual frequency in the past. 
Hess said the AMA reccotnend- 
ed the age group priority system 
to the conference. 
Not 
being 
an 
expert, he said he couldn't specify 
the ages 
But the group in most 
danger is known to be children 5 
to 9 years old. 
“Great Hearts and Minds”
